2 duces went out as others did, ſubmitted themſelues out wardly 
to the Miniſtery of Gods Word preached by Johr, and yet in 


| bypoctifie: thus did Hered, of whom it is recorded that he 


teuerenced Joby, and when he heard him, he did many ng 
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and heard himgladly,and yet in hypocrifie : thus did Sixeor: 
Magus, of whom it is written, that he#beleenrd alſo gud was 
Baptized, and continued with Philip, and wondred whew bee ſaw 
the ſignes, and great miratles Which were dous: thus I feate ma- 
ny of vs doe; we'come but in hypocriſie, we heare hut ia hy. 
pocriſie, this commeth to paſſe either when we heare to 
ſeene of men, and reſpected by them, or when We cheare for 
nouelties ſake, or when we heare for feare of puniſnment ſake, 
or when ye heare that we may carpe & caue Lat that which we 
heare;or when we heare for any other reſpect then for the glo- 
ry of God and out owne faluation, And as in the hearing of 
Gods Word, ſo likewiſe in the receiving of the Sacrament; in 
Prayer, in giuing Almes, in Faſting, and they may be done in 
hypocriſie. 0 
This may teach vs to be diligent and carefull, that when ei- 
ther we heare Gods Word, or performe any other part of his 
ſeruice, we may doe it in finceritie, as true Narbaniels, withe 
out guile. | hunde 3 
Secondly, that the Miniſters of Gods word ought to take 2. Obſer. 
notice of their hearers, of the vices whereunto they are giuen, \ --- 
and accordingly to rebuke them forthe ſame: when Fob faw 
many of the Phariſes and Sadwces, and knew (nodoubt bythe 
revelation of Gods ſpirit) that they were come in hypocriſie, 
herouſeth them vp with this alarum, Now alſo is the axe laid ta 
the root of the tres: thus did our Sauiour Chriſt at divers times, 
ſome come to him in hypocriſie, ſome in ſincerity, according= 
ly he behaued himiſelfe towards either. This will be profitable 
to werds Preachers, this will be profitable for hearers, h 
. Gods glory ſhall be aduanced, the king dome of the diuell and 
ſinne deſtroyed: ſhall it not be profitable for Preachers when 
they can diſtinguiſh betwixt chaffe and corne, when they out 
ef a good conſcience can approue themſelues to be riglit diſpo · 
{ers of the myſteries of Gods kingdome; to be ſuch, as with- 
out reſpect of perſons endeauour to beat downe ſinne, and o- 
uerthrow the king dome ofSathan? Shall it not be proficable 
for hearers, when by the lanterne of Gods word, they ſhall ſee

Doſt thou come an hy pocrite? let 
Gods word ſharper then any two edged {word meet with thee, 
that thou maieſt goc away a ſincere Chriſtian , eſteeme them 
moſt, which doe leaſt ſooth thee vp in thy ſinnes, and account 
them not al wayes thy beſt friends which ſowe pillowes vnder 
arme. holes, which proclaime peace when there is warre, 
which tell thee thou art reconciled vnto God, when thou 
knoweſt that thou doeft not feate not ſerue him, which caſt

What ſhall it aualle thee to diſcend of good parents, if thou N 
doſt not imitate them in holineſſe and ſanctific ation; yea, this — 
ſhall tend more to thy condemnation, then to thy ſaluation or lefitare in li- 
conſolation: example we haue of this in Hophns, and Phinias, i ec habere 
the two ſonnes of Ely, who was the Prieſt of the moſt high 
God, that for their wickedneſſe were ſlaine in battell, and their Ber. ſus cant. 
poſteritie was rooted out for euer before the Lord. Dauid ſer-·. 


was a man after Gods owne heart, yet hereby neither was 46-8 4.1 
ſolon preſerued from hanging, A mnon or A deri ah from be- n 
ing killed, neither was it ſufficient for Judas that he was a Diſ- 

ciple of Chriſt, becauſe he did not imitare the righteouſneſſe of 

Chriſt. The Iſraelites did eate Manna from heauen, the food Duid prof 
of Angels, and yet died becauſe of contempt. Not to multiply c 2. 5 
examples, as the Idolatry of Terah, did not hinders Abraham fat! Nat © 
his forme from worſhipping the true God; ſoit did not profir rg ce

i, hoe erũ but if thou do more good workes, then the Lord hath com- 
ina manded, that thou ſhalt he more honorable before God then

the power of death, ho much leſſe are we able, which pull ins.

cart roapes; this extent goeth further: In that the Spirit faith, 
T hers is nont that ſinneth not, and doth goad, no not one If then 
the Papiſt did but awake, and ſee a ſight ofhis owne ſinnes, hee 
would go out of himſelfe, and from all earthly helpe, & doath 
himſelfe with the righteouſnefle of Chriſt; yea euen many of Oiſcute bone 
them being ſummoned by death, the Law accuſing them, their e e 
conſcience tormenting, the iudge condemning them, reaſon SC 
conuincing them, and Sathan ready to execute the ſentence of mea. daga. 
indgement-ypon them, are forced to foregoe their errors, and 4 G . 
conſent to the truth of this Doctrine, that there is no ſaluation!ꝰ 
but in the blood of Chriſt crucified: if they would take notice 
of good workes, they may finde that they are the proper gift 
of God, not inherent in chem, or an acquired habit by them, 
but onely by imputation of Chriſts righteouſneſſe. 1

haue peace of conſcience, for any externall benefit beſtowed 
vpon them, vntill they haue an inward ſence and N of 
Gods mercy in their hearts, whereby they are powerfully 
through the Spiritofregeneration,to performe the workes of 
ſanRification,and to make Gods dae tokens oftheir loue, 
by obedience to his will: the wicked by contrary, E 
vpon outward bleſſings, and extetnall prerogatiues, reſting vp- 
on them without any further endeauour ſor holineſſe in lite 
and conuerſation. |

the Goſpell it ſelfe, wichout proſit thereby, ſor if thou doeſt a- 
buſe it, or contemne it, God willremoue it ; if God ſpared not 
the natur all branches, take heeds left he alſ ſpare not thee: thou 
art but a wilde Oliue, gerthee vnto Chriſt as a branch ingraf- 
ted into this ſtocke ; and being incorporated, and as it were be- 
come one with him, keepe with all diligence that prerogatiue, 
that nothing divert thee from him, It the Heathen could ſay 
vnto his Countreymenthe Athenians, when they committed 
any offence, certainly our enemies the Lacedemonians would 
not haue done thus, thereby to diſſwade them from their lewde 
behauiour; much more wee which are created according to

Touching the ſubſtance, it containeth matter both of mercy 
and of iudgement, which were the two parts wherein the mini- 
ſtery of Joby conſiſted, as it was foretold of him: ſo likewiſe 
here he doth faithfully execute and performe both.

By the rootes of the trees, are meant the ſoules and conſciences 
of men, to which the word is well applyed : The he wing down 
and caſting into the fire, ſignifieth the finall ſentence which at 
the great day ſhall be executed ypon ſuch, as at the hearing of 
the Goſpell preached, remaine vnfruitfull : ſoy it is thus much 
in effect, as if /obn had faid vuto them; as trees when they nei- 
ther bloſſome in the ſummer, nor render incteaſe in the time of

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reaping, notwithſtanding of their planting and pruning, are fit 
for nothing but to be cut downe ene er 
like wiſe ye for all yourglorious ſhew¾es, vnleſſe ye take heed 
vnto your ſelues, and bring forth fruit worthy amendment of 
life, hall by the power of my miniſtery, be he wen down de caſt 
into the fire, euen prepared and fitted for eternall deſtruction.

pruniog and purging; as vineyards ate not euery where, but _ 
there where they are ; ſothe Church is not euery Li. 3. 16. 
where, but there where the Lord hath planted the ſame: as in Ezek. 17. 6. 
a vineyard there ate Vines; ſo in the Church is Ieſus Chriſt, 2 
the true Vine - tree of life, whoſe branches are all ſuch way n 
faith cleaue vnto him, which abound in fruite, and bring fo 
pleaſant gtapes, euen the giſts and graces of Gods Spirit: as

this kinde, there were ſome in the Primitiue Church, ſuch as 
Baſilides ,Tinmonine Simon Magin: and aſter theni the es 
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ticks called Gneftici,as the Ecclchafticall Hiſtories make men- 
tion, their finne died not with them; the diuell in this laſt and 
worſt age, hath conſented the ſame to ſprivg vp againe, and 
that in foure ſorts of people, Atheiſts, anabaptiſis Papiſts, and 
ſiormall carnal Proteſtants. Atheiſts, which liue neither fea- 
ring the torments of hell, nor dehring the ioyes of heauen, be- 
leeuing neither; who ſay with Pharaoh, h is the Lord, that 
we ſhonld ſerue bimꝰ Anabaptiſts, which condemne all obedi- 
ence vnto Magiſtrates, teaching that ciuill iuriſdiction is vn- 
lawfull. Papi, which giue liberty to prophaneſle, vniuſtice, 
couetouſneſſe, & c Prophaneneſſe in ſetting vp a new Prieft- 
hood, offering (as they ſay) aVacrifice for the quicke and the 
dead, whereby they aboliſh the Mediation and Sacrifice of 
Chrift » Iniuſtice in depoſing Kings, and mikiug Subiccts to 
rebell againſt them: Couctouſvefle, for ſelling Pardous for 
finnesfor ro00, yeares to come, yea making men to de ſpaire 
of their owne ſaluation, teachihg that we cannot be aſſured of 
the kingdome of heauen, withouta ſpeciall reuelation. Formall 
UE Proteſtants, which turne the Counſels of Gods Election into 
wantonneſſe; reaſoning thus, If I be elected vnto ſaluation J 
ſhall be ſaued, how badly fo euer I liue, or if 1 be appointed 
vnto damnation, ſo it ſhall come to paſſe, becauſe Gods coun- 
ſel} is eable.

haue liued of our one; and let be ſo, but what good haſt

haſt chou cloathed the naked, relieued the needy, fed the hun- 
gty, viſited the ſicke, comforted the ficke, comforted the di- 
zycd for the welfare of others? Thou wilt anſwer 
me (if truely chat thou haſt not done thoſe things; then reply, 
thou art not a good tree, thou doſt not bring forth good fruit, 
and there fore ſhall be hewne do wine: if then thou doſt no 
good, thou doſt euill, this doth neceſſarily follow ; He that tr 
not with me i againſt me, ſaith our Sauiout; if I fay thou doeſt 
not that good which thou maiſt, and in ſome meaſure as thou 
ſhouldeft, it is fic thou ſnouldſt be hewne down. But alas, what 
ſhould I ſpeake of bringing forth good fruit. when as men and 
women in theſe dayes, are fo fruitfull in cuili. And if euen thoſe 
trees which bring not forth good fruit, ſhall be hemus downe, how 
much more thoſe which altogether bring forth euill ? whoſe 
throat is an open ſepulcher, whoſe heart is a den of theeues, 
whoſe words and actions tend altogether to the diſhonour of 
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For the ſecond, as trees are known by their fruit, ſo men and 
uVuomen by their obedience vnto Gods Commandements; for 
to yeeld obedience vnto the whole Law of God, is to bring 
forth good fruit, ſuch as God requireth. For the illuſttation of 
this point, theſe two things are to be conſideted. Firſt, by what 
means we may bring forth good fruit, Secondly,by what ſignes 
we may diſcerne, if we doc bring forth good fruit.

The wicked not perceiuing the 
benefit which may be reaped by the word, but hatiog it, plea- 
ſing their finfull deſires, and ſo contemping ic, remaine igno- 
rant of the vſe of it, and ſo are iuſtly cut downe. Whence I in- 
ferre, firſt, that notwithſtanding of this he wing downe, of this 
ſeparation, and diuiſion which the Goſpell worketh, yet it is 
moſt needfull to be preached; for it is better that hypocrites 
be diſcoucred and hewne downe, then remaine in cloſe, they 
ſhould both depriue themſelues and others, yea and there be 
a ſeparation berwixt ſuch, as are by the moſt ſtrict bonds of na- 
ture coupled together, that ſome of them might be ſaued, then 
that continuing in worldly friendſhip all ſhould periſh. Se- 
condly, that not the Goſpell or Miniſtery of Gods word is the 


ca cauſe ofourbewing do we, but our contempt thereof diſobey- 


ing the ſame, which I ſpeake for this end, becauſe many blame 
the Goſpell for all theſe hurts which befall them, as Maſter 
Latimer noteth in one of his Sermens, Vpon a time (faith he) 
the people of Sandwicke met together to conſult about the 
ſeaſon, why their towne was more ouer-blowne with Sand ia 
few yeares, then it was of a long time before ; an old man an- 
ſwered, that he did remember that there was no ſteeple nye,

The Galaihians eſteemed of Pant as 
an Angell of light; the towne of Millan was ſo affected to 
Ambroſe, thatgather they would looſe their lines, then their 
Biſhop: Daxid had friends; yet the caſe is altered; the Ga- 
lathians fall away, Ambroſe not ſo much reſpeQee z David,

is not Gods hand both outwardly vpen eur bodies, and in- 
wardly heauy vpon our ſoules, euen hardnefle of heart, which 
of all others is moſt fearefullj yea, of all things mans heart is 
moſt hard, vngentle, and intractable. Hereby both our ſelues 
are deceiued and others, we deceiue our ſelues in the iudge - 
ment of things, vſing blinde and falſe ſpectacles, miſtaking 
Gods will, eſteeming euill good, and good euill, excuſing 
our ſelues by the example of others, trauailing with falſe guides, 
cuſtome, example, multitude, ciuilthoneſty,lawes ofmen, & c. 
and ſo anerrour in iudgement, breedeth deceit in practiſe: 
we deceiue others, in leading them by our example, from the 
wayes of holineſſe into the wayes of varighteouſnefſe : and 
haue not we cauſe to weepe for this. 8. They are comman- 8. 
ded by God himſelſe, they haue beene vſed by our Sauiour 
Chrift and his Apoſtles, and holy men and women in former lohn 11. 35. 
times, to refreſh their troubled ſoules, yea the very ſtones pro- 
uoke vs to this dutie, which before change of weather drop 
teares, 

The Vſes hereof are threefold. 
For Exhortation : ſeeing mourning and weeping are the gy, 1. 

companions ef true Repentance : oh let vs all mourne & weep, 
ſay of our ſins, as Bernard faith: O wretched and vnhappy ge- Be. Ae ſiec. 
neration, whoſe father is hard carefulnefſe, whoſe mother is 
ſhamefullfilthineſſe, whoſe ſiſter is baſe vncleanneſſe, whoſe 
nurſe is falfſhood, whoſe reward is everlaſting bitterneſſe: O 
finfull generation, borne in care, ſwadled in ſhame, attended by 
vice, nouriſhed with folly, wedded to ſinne, hath iſſue eternall 


miſery. Let ys lament the abundance of our fine, leſt we

lament for che loſſe of Sion; either we muſt weepe here, or 
weepe in hell. Let vs weepe with Mary Magdalen, if we 
would be comforted with her, It is not enough to weepe with 
the eyes, vnleſſe allo we weepe with our hearts, otherwiſe we 
are but time · weepers. Oh let the eyes of our vnderſtanding 
and memory call to minde thoſe ſinnes which we haue done, 
and mourne for them; and let the eyes of our bodics ſhed 
teares abundantly, ſend them downethe cheekes, as through 


ſpouts, yea making furrowes therein by their oontinuall plow- 


ing. Let ys truely weepe, vnfainedly repent, and ſo continue 
vnto the end. as Jacob would not let God goe, till he had ob- 
tained ableſſing, as Hanna ceaſed not from weeping till ſhe 
had obtained her deſire; ſo let vs ſtill weepeand mourne, till 
God accompliſh our defires : as ſweet drops doe make a fer · 


tile ſpring, ſo harty mourning maketh a yertuous ſoule; and 


that this may be performed, the Apoſtle Pax/ requireth fixe 
things 1. We muſt giue our body and ſoule to God. 2. We 

giue that which is our owe . 3. It muſt be willingly, not 
conſtraine d. 4. Our gift muſt be holy and vndefiled. 5, That 
it may be acceptable to God, 6. That it may be reaſonable, 


Oh that we would looke into our owne eſtate, and narrowly 


marke the ſame; we might ſinde many things which might 
moue vs to weepe: Salomos ſaith, that there is 4 tim to weepe : 
we may ſay, now ĩs that time in this Land, Gods iudgements 
vpon vs, greater hanging ouer our heads : the diſtreſſed eſtate 
of Gods Church abroad, the multitude and malice of our e- 
nemies, diuiſions and contentions amongſt our ſelues; the 
great abhominations ofthe Land: all thefe (I ſay) and 
others ſhould moue vs to weepe and mourne. Oh let ys wa 
our beds, and water our couch with our teares: and thus ſowe- 
ing in teares, we ſhall reape in ioy. Let theſe be the cauſes of 
our teares; theſe are the times of mourning, waſh your faces 
with water, and couer the Lords altar therewith, take heede 
vnto thy ſelfe,for they which now laugh ſhall one day weepe. 
Oh, bleſſed is the ſhedding of ſuch teares, producing the fruits 
of celeſtiall comfort. One weepeth in ſickneſſe, another for 
oppreſſion, and worldlings for worldly cauſcs;butir is thou 9 
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righteous ſoule,which ſhalt receiue profit by the teares, in the 
purifying of thy minde. 

For Reprehenſion, ynto ſuch as either mourne not at all, ot Ve 2. 
mourne not aright : many mourne not at all, neither for their 
owne ſinnes, nor for the abhominations of the Land: Who 
weepeth when he heareth God diſhonoured? whoſe eyes 
ſand full of water, at the Apoſtacie of thouſands in following 
the Beaſt, which are marked. in the forehead for deſtructiou ? 
who mourneth, that our greene trees dye and wither, and that 
we which are aliue, are but dry branches ? who weepeth for 
himſelfe ? who weepeth that he cannot weepe enough? we are 
for the moſt part hard hearted, ynacquainted with this holy 
exerciſe : ſome weepe not aright, as hypoctites, andother 
worldlings for worldly cauſes. 

For Conſolation, vnto all ſuch as exerciſe this holy dutie: Ve 3. 
thou weepeſt at euening, thou ſhalt haue joy in the morning ; 
thou ſhalt be marked with the letter Tas, and preſerued, Ezek. 9. 4. 
when others ſhall be deſtroyed : thy teares ſhall not be ſhed 
in vaine, the Lord doth behold them, the Lerd deth re- 
ard them; the Lord will beſtow. vpon thee thine hearts 
ire. 

Thus ye haue heard that God did requite of his people (as 
he doth now of vs) to teftife their vnfained Repentance, with 
faſting, with weeping, and with mourning: that as formerly 
they had multiplied their ſinnes, they might now multiply 
their ſorrow for them; and as formetly they had reioyced in 
their finnes, ſo dow they might weepe end mourne for the 
ſame; that as formerly they had pined their ſoules by fin-- 
ning, they migbt now abftaine from all their former de- 
lights, puniſhing their bodies with faſting , with wee- 

ing, and with mourning, Hence two other points may- 
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1. That es require ſorrow and lamentation. Ws | | 
3. That a ſorrowfull en to accompany a penitent 1

bumiliation,that we may vaaquiſh our finnes as they did their

The Reaſons hereof are theſe wo. 1. That there may be 
ſome proportion betwixt our ſinnes and our ſorrowes: that 
great ſins, and great ſorrowes, much ſinning, and much mour- 
ning may fallow the one vpon the other, 2. That both we 
may be the more prouoked to repent, and the Lord more mou- 
ed to pardon : the more ſenſible our ſorrowes are, the more fer · 
uent are our prayers, and the more feruent our prayers ate, the 
more doe they prouoke Gods loue towards vs: this kinde go- 
eth not out, but by prayer and faſting; if our ſorrowes are ſen- 
ſible, our prayers earneſt, our groanes ſtrong, then thine heart 
is acceptable vnto the Lord. 

The Vſes hereof are twofold, 

For Inſtruction: In expreſſing our Repentance, we muſt vn- 
dergoe many ſorrowes: our life muſt be filled with feare, our 
heart with ſorrow, our comforts with mournings, we muſt ſuſ- 
peR our eating, leſt we take too much delight therein; we muſt 
doubt eur actions, leſt they proue hurtfull; we muſt bridle our 
naturall affections, leſt they exceede meaſure ; hauing alwayes a 
care to run the way of Gods Commandements. 

For Exhortation : We haue finned muck, oh let vs repent 
much; if we be children, let vs now faſt, weepe and mourne : if 


2 Sam. 11. 1 1. Vriab would not reft in his bed, till Ioab and the Lords hoaſt 


were atreſt, then J exhort you now in the feare of God, faſt, 
weepe,and mourne now in this time of miſery, and reſt not in 
this time of trouble, in theſe dangerous dayes, I doe not ſay 
that the Bridegroome is taken from ys (although we deſerue 
it) but it is to be feared that our Candleſticke ſhall beremoued; 


for there is now more time ſpent in feaſting then in faſting, in 


laughing then in weeping , in reioycing then in mourning 2

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But alas our Tauernes and Alchouſes, our Stewes and Sta- 
ges are often fuller, yea at all times more frequented, then our 
Churches: our peace maketh our liues licencious, our manners 
monſtrous, and our names odious, The Lord amend it. | 
For the ſecond, A ſorrowfull ſpirit ought to accompany a Doch. 
penitent heart: hence the Apoſtle Paul ſaith, , Godly ſorrow 2 Cos. 9. 10. 
worketh Repent ance, neuer to be repented of. This ſee king is not 
in many in theſe dayes; and therefore it may be accounted a 
wonder; but it may be more admired, that we haue ſo much 
preaching, and ſo little practiſe. The Medicine that worketh 
moſt forcible, cauſeth greateſt paine, and ſpeedieſt cure; euen 
ſo the bloud of Chriſt, doth moſt ſweetly. wipe away our ſins, 
when we are molt pricked in conſcienceʒ marke this you which 
haue neuer wept one teare for your ſinnes; without Repen- 
rance there is no ſaluation; without godly ſorrow there is no 
repentance; without prayer there is no godly ſorrow : this 
followeth vpon a ſenſe of Gods anger for our ſinnes. 
The Realon hereof is this; becauſe there is no comming Reaſon; 
to Chriſt, vnleſſe we finde our ſelues oppreſſed, then we 
haue moſt acceſſe ynto Chriſt, when we haue moſt ſorrow: 
and thus the Lord doth temper our eſtate, that when wee 
are loſt in our ſelues, he findeth vs, for his ſtrength is per- Sa 
fect in our weakneſſe. O happy ſorrew which draweth- vs 
to our God? as a guide it leadeth vs; as a broome it ſwee- 0 
peth the paſſage; it craueth pardon, and openeth the gate of 
Chriſts mercy, and lendeth vs wings to flye thereunto: as in 
the winter moſt raine falleth, ſo in diſtreſſe there is greateſt 
comfort, | ;

his health, and ioy in the holy Ghoſt, 

For Exhottation: let ys by true ſorrow for ſinne, teſtiſie 
our true Repentance: by this purgation we ſhall recouer 
health, though the paines of true Repentance exceede the 
paines of the — and for this eauſe good men are ſaid to 
ſuffer hell in this life, yet aſſure thy ſelfe of heauen in the life to 
come; mourne and weepe, though God for a time delay, yet 
he heareth thee, and will grant thy requeſts. Our Sauiour 
ſaith, Farber I thanks thee, that thou haſt heard me: and yet 
at this time Lazar x was not raiſed. Marke this well, that 


we muſt alſo be ready to belecue thu God will grant that 


2 wee aske as we are ready to demand and pray for the 
To draw to an end: As the Lord by his Prophet required 
ofthe ewes to turue vnto him wich all their 3 faſting, 
weeping and mourning, that they might preuent thoſe judge-
